Massachusetts Police : 
Cannot Aid Dry Law 


BOSTON, Dec. 30.—(#)—Massa- 
‘chusetts state police have no au- 
thority under the federal prohibi- 
tion act to enforce its provisions, 
Attorney-General Joseph E. Warner 
ruled today. 

Nor have state police, as such, 
Warner said, the authority to ar- 
rest without a warrant a violator 
of the federal act, even though the 
violation is a felony under the gso- 
called Jones act. 

Despite the faet that every officer 
of the commonwealth takes an oath 
to support the federal constitution, 
Warner said in his opinion, the 
oath “does not of itself impose a 
duty to enforce a federal enact- 
-ment, such as the national prohibi- 
tion act, which itself authorizes 
only federal officers to act there- 
after.”

Engineer Kauffmann Warns 


That City Is Close to Catas- “ 


trophe in Unsafe Viaduct. 


— 


Atlanta is close to a catastrophe 
of deadly consequences which can be 
averted only by the immediate replace- 
ment of the Broad street viaduct, C. 
E. Kauffmann, city bridge engineer, 
watned council Tuesday in a report 
on the bridge to Clark Donaldson, 
chief of construction. Reconstruction 
would cost $68,500, Kauffmann said. 


Weakened by depreciation, destruc-/ 


tion of the steel through electrolysis, 
locomotive blasts, etc., and carrying 


two and a half times greater load 
than —— when it was built in 
1896, the structure is in such a con- 
dition, as to menace life and prop- 
erty, Kauffmann said. “It is hazard- 
ous to permit the present heavy traf- 
fic to pass over it. There is no tell- 
ing when a breakdown may occur; it 
may happen tomorrow-or at any time: 
a collapse of a part of the bridge may 
be as disastrous as the failure of the 

whole bridge.” 
Reconstruction of three other 
bridges, also in defective condition, 
may be delayed a few years, he said. 
These are the Magnolia street bridge, 
condemned and closed in 1924, but 
reopened with six temporary supports 
on agreement with the N., C. t St. 
L. Railway that the city would re- 
build it within a year; the west ap- 
oon of the Edgewood . avenue 
ridge; and the Whitehall street via- 
duct.

Mysterious River 
Flows Under Brooklyn 


NEW YORK, Dec. 30.—()— 
Discovery of a mysterious river 
flowing under Brooklyn today nearly 
cost the lives of several workmen. 

The subterranean stream, its ori- 
gin and end as yet unfound, was 
struck about 50 feet below the 
surface by workers building a con- 
duit for the Catskill water supply 
system extension. 

A charge of 100 pounds of dyna- 
mite was set off. Out of the ex- 
eavation rushed a tide of muddy 
water. Fifty laborers in the shaft 
raced for their lives. 

The river was found to be pour- 
ing into the shaft, 1400 gallons a 
minute. It flooded a 4,000-foot sec- 
tim. Pumps were hurriedly in- 
stalled to stem the flow. 

It will take a month to divert the 
stream, engineers said, by means of 
a catch basin and concrete barriers.

U.S. ASKS ACTION 


ON CLARK RULING 


Justice Department Mo- 
tion Calculated Hasten 
Decision in Case. 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 30.—(?)-—- 
The justice department today filed in 
the supreme court a motion to ad- 
vance for early hearing the case pre- 
sented by Judge Clark, of New Jer- 
sey, in ruling the eighteenth amend- 
ment invalid. At the same time the 
department filed a brief attacking the 


decision. 
The government's brief requested 
that Judge Clark's decision be reversed 


;@n the grounds that Article 5 of the

constitution was “entirely free from 
ambiguity and that there is no room 
for the construction” upon which the 
prohibition amendment was held in- 
valid. 

The brief argued further that “sub- 
stantially the present argument was 
presented to this court in the national 
prohibition cases, where this court de- 
termined that the eighteenth amend- 
ment, ‘by lawful proposal and ratifi- 
cation had become a part of the con- 
stitution.’ ’ 

The brief attacked the argument of 
Judge Clark that the language of the 
constitution concerning the ratifica- 
tion of amendments could be modified 
by “principles of political science.” 

In its motion to advance the case 
“for hearing at an early date cOnven- 
ient to the court,” the government 
said: “The decision has received wide 
publicity and has produced uncertain- 
ty regarding the validity of the pro- 
hibition laws which, unless properly 
settled by this court, is likely to en- 
courage disregard for those laws and 
will hamper the government in their 
enforcement.” 

Solicitor-General Thacher, who sub- 
mitted the motion, asserted the gov- 
ernment was ready “to argue the case 
at the earliest convenience of the 
court.” 

The supreme court will convene on 
January 5 and may set a date for 
hearing the case at its next opinion 
day, January 11. If, however, the 
case,is not heard by the week begin- 
ning January 19 it would have to he 
postponed until February or later. The 
tribunal will recess from January 26 
until February 24.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 
cial.) —The use of proper commercial 
fertilizers is-as essential to the quali- 


of any other crop, according to a bul- 
letin on the subject just issued by the 
department of agriculture. It is 
stated that through more than ten 
years of experimental work, conducted 
mainly by Dr. J. Skinner, of the 
bureau of chemistry and soils, it has 
been demonstrated that pecan tree 
growth and nut yield can be increased 
by this means. 

In the bulletin Dr. Skinner gives 
formulas for such fertilizers. He sug- 
gests for bearing trees a fertilizer con- 
taining 5 per cent nitrogen, 8 per cent 
phosphoric acid and 4 per cent potash. 
‘ He also emphasizes that commercial 
fertilizers alone will not maintain the 
soil fertility of a pecan orchard and 
says that the growing of cover crops 
and the incorporation of organic mat- 
ter is of equal importance.

NEW YORK, Dec. 30.—(NANA) 
Announcement by President Hoover

were registered in the most active is- 
sues. Strength of the railroad group 
extended to the industrials and pub- 
lie utilities which were also in greater 
demand at higher prices. 

The railroad news was the first im- 
portant favorable development that 
has occurred in many months and its 
beneficial influence is expected to find 
further reflection in higher prices for 
the railroad shares tomorrow. Stocks 
of railroad equipment companies are 
also expected to reflect the improve- 
ment in sentiment with regard to the 
stocks of the common carriers. 
SPECULATION IN RAILS. 

Inasmuch as many students of %al- 
ues believe that the railroad stocks 
are selling substantially under their 
intrinsic values, the agreement of the 
railroad executives regarding the 
eastern trunk line mergers is ex- 
pected to stimulate speculation in the 
transportation shares. As the impor- 
tance of the consolidation plan is real- 
ized by the general public, improve- 
ment in the demand for the shares 
of the common earriers is expected to 
expand. Baltimore & Ohio is expect- 
ed to become a favorite inasmuch as 
it is generally conceded that the Balti- 
more & Ohio stands under the present 
consolidation plans to benefit ma- 
terially. 

AMERICAN CAN DISAPPOINTS. 


American Can stock was a feature 
of strength during the early trading 
because of rumors that the directors 
might increase the dividend to a $5 
annual basis. Only the regular rate 
at $4 annually, however. was. de- 
clared. American Can sold off fol- 
lowing the official announcement of 
the regular payment, but.retained the 
greater part of its advance up to the 
close. Earnings for the year, how- 
ever, will be a shade above $8 a share 
or more than was earned last year. 
INVESTMENT BUYING. 

Large commission houses reported 
a steady. flow of buying orders for 
investment from ple who believe 
that if the general stock market has 
not seen its low prices for the bear 
movement, they are near bottoms and 
are attractive around current levels. 
Investment buying is particularly no- 
ticeable in those stocks which are sell- 
ing below the net quick asset value 
of the shares. 

Increased investment buying also 
appeared in the bond market which 
was strong throughout the day. This 
was especially true with regard to 
speculative railroad bonds.
